Los Angeles train brought in Brakeman 
James Clements, who was suffering from 
a bad wound in the back of the head, in- 
flicted by some blunt instrwment in the 
hands ot tramps, who were stealing a 
ride. Clements was found insensible on: 
the top of a passenger coach near Sali- 
da after having a fight with a large num- 
ber of tramps. 

When the train stopped, a tramp, 
giving the name of James Welch, fell 
fromthe topof the express car onto 
the platform at the depot. When 
picked up, his face was badly smashed, 
his nose and the left side of his face 
were torn badly, and the left eye de- 
stroyed. A gash extended to his throat. 
County Physician Evans attended him 


| ¢nd had him conveyed to the county 


hospital. He will probably die. No 
one seems to know what caused him to 
fall off. Clements is suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain, but will get well. 

Two of the gang of tramps suspected 
of hittting him are under arrest. Tramps 
are more numerous now than at any 
time during the summer. 


SCHOOL DISPUTE. 


The Modesto School Anthorities are all 
Mixed Up. 

MopestTo, (Cal.,) Sept. 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The school trustees 
today ordered public schools closed. 
In this evéning’s News, County Super- 
intendent Howardalso inserted a card 
ordering the schools to open. 
time past the formation of a high school 
under the act of the last Legislature has 
been agitated but nothing was done. 
Two weeks since the-schools opened for 
the fall term. Yesterday the superin- 
tendent was served with opinions of 
State Superintendent Anderson and 
Attorney-General Hart upon the trus- 
tees claiming that under their 
decisions studies were being 
taught which were not laid down 
for grammar grades, or inthe county 
board of education’s course of study. 
Today Principal Downey and Vice- 
Principal Levengood made a requi- 
sition for two weeks’ salary upon the 
county superintendent, which he re- 
fused fo draw, whereupon the school 
trustees ordered the entire school sys- 
tem, comprising eleven teachers, 
closed pending a settlement of the dif- 
ficulty. The superintendent claims 
that under the law three teachers are 
teaching studies prescribed by the 
course of study. The courts will be 
called upon to decide the matter.

San Francisco, Sept. 26.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A jolly party of 
students, sons of rich eastern men, have 
arrived herein a Pullman car. They 
have cometo take a course at the Le- 
land Stanford, Jr., University. While 
they are waiting for the university to 
open, wnich willbe on the ist prox., 
they will travel about the State in their 
car.

The Danger of Recksess Charges. 

There is a class of criminal cases that 
have recently achieved a good deal of 
prominence in local courts which un- 
doubtedly call for public consideration 
and wise restrictive measures. We 'refer 
to the rather too-common practice of 
charging a man with outraging the per- 
son of some little girl, and regardless 
of his previous character and standing, 
parading him before the world as a 
fiend in human form. Undoubtedly 
such crimes as those charged are com- 
mitted occasionally by debased men, 
and when such an offender can be found 
out and convicted, we think that hang- 
ing is too good for him. But because 
the character of the offense is held in 
such loathing by every right-thinking 
person, because the sentiment of this. 
country, sanctions the severest penalty 
which can be meted out to the offender 
is the very reason why 
the charge becomes a dangerous weapon 
in the hands of designing persons, 
and its abuse should be carefully guarded 
against. Accusations of this kind, when 
brought against an innocent man, are 
the most dreadful assault which could be 
made on his character, and inflict an in- 
justice upon him from which he can 
never entirely recover. No matter how ' 
he may exculpate himself in court, the 
terrible taint of suspicion remains with 
some people, ‘and he can never remove 
from his own mind the sense of 
degredation to which he has been sub- 
jected. Besides, such charges are fre- 
quently hard to meet, as‘ aman may be’ 
surrounded witha chain of circumstan- 
tial evidence which appears positively 
damning, and this, supported by a little 
false testimony, seals his fate. 

Itis a notable fact that most of the 
charges of this character are preferred 
by women—often by jealous or angry 
women or divorced wives, who are not 
above suspicion of adopting this 
vicious method of ‘‘doing up’’ their 
enemy. Asameansof wreaking ven- 
geance it may or maynotbe less rep- 
rehensible than the use of vitriol. 
One isthe extreme of physical, the 
other the extreme of moral fiendish- 
ness. 

We havein mind a case which oc- 
curred in Los Angeles a few years ago, 
‘wherein aman was accused of tamper- 
ing witha little girl. The man had for- 
merly borne a good reputation but was 
a comparative stranger in Los Angeles. 
He had recently come here forthe bene 
fitofa sick wife, and as he was in 
straitened circumstances, the couple 
lived in cheap lodgings with indiscrimi- 
nate neighbors. The charges were pre- 
ferred by a womanwho lived in ‘the 
same building, andthe man 


was ar- 
rested, taken to jail, and his 
disgrace became town talk. The 
poor sick wife, overcome by a 


sense of shame and wrong, lost her. 
reason. After the usual interlude the 
case came up for examination, when it 
was foundthat there wasnota scintilla 
of evidence to sustain it. The accusa- 
tion had found its inception in the un- 
wholesome fancy of the woman who

be, expressed a grain of sympathy for the 
ancient ex-preacher as soon as they got a 
good look at his troubled face. 

The old man was surrounded by his sons 
and daughters anf acouple of lawyers, in 
the persons of W. Dunn, Esq., and C. C.

CALVIN BRICE, 


The Rise, Progress and., Achieve- 
Mnents of the Senator. 


His Humble ‘Start in Life and His 
_Methodsof Action,’ 


i 


Lawyer, Soldier, Railway. Builder, 
Friend, Politielan and Senator. 


The Campaign of 1888—Mr.. Brice’s Meth- 
odsas a Politieal Leader—Per- 
sonal Traits, Charitics 
and Friendships. | 


In the winter of 1878 I met Calvin S. 
Brie at C limbus, O I hadan op 
portunity of doing a friendly service 
for a kinsman of his, and it made Mr. 
Brice my friend. made some inquiry 
about him, and was told that he was a 
lawyer of fair business ability, but not 
a brilliant success in his professsion. 
As I knew him better, I learned that 
his critic had under-estimated him. He 
had entered the army as a private sol- 
dier and came out as the commander of 
hiscompany. If he did nothing more 
to his own advantage while inthe army, 
he acquired a fair knowlege of the 
French language. While his associates 
idled away their time he studied French;,. 
when the boys had any money, he 
played poker with them, so that when 
he was mustered out he held high rank 
as a nervy plunger at ‘‘short cards.’’ 
Since the war he has not allowed this 
branch of his education to fall into in- 
nocuous desuetude, as more than one of 
his friends can testify. He did not 
enter the army for health, nor does he 
play poker as a sanitary measure; _ 

The war ended, and Capt. Brice, then 
barely 21, turned his trusty sabre into 
apruning knife and hook. The law 
seemed the most inviting field in which 
to exercise his talents and his tools, and 
he offered his servicesin that line to 
the unsuspecting grangers in the neigh 
borhood of Lima, O. It is my impres- 
sion that he was nota howling success 
in matters of justice, if his style of 
dress and general make-up indicated 
results whenI saw him first. I remem- 
ber when we parted, afterI had ren- 
dered the service he had asked of me, 
that he saidin hischeery way: ‘‘Old 
man, the wheel may turn so that I. can 
reciprocate, and if it does, 1 am yours 
tocommand.’”? Thewheel did turn, and 
when I called upon him he responded 
generously, Then J] learned the quality 
of his character, which has made his 
life a success. ee 

Calvin S. Brice never forgot a friend, 
never cherished a hatred orsoughta re- 
venge, and never betrayed a business 
trust nor deserted an associate in any 
scheme. Those who know him best, 
trust him most. He had the singular 
good fortune to marry a woman who is 
his equal in all qualities of heart and 
head, and his love for her has been the 
great stimulant of his life. I have been 
with him at times when his business 
cares were heaviest and in the midst: of 
his plans he would stcp totell me of her 
excellence with,all the ardor of a lover 
just suffering the pangs of the first 
separation from his sweetheart. 

In 1877 there wasa little bankrupt 
railway extending from Sandusky, O., 
down by Fremont and ending in the 
woods near Salinain that State. About 
seventy-five miles to the westward, in 
Indiana, at the town of Muncie, there 
began another bankrupt railway, which 
reached away to Lafayette, And begin- 
ing at that city was still another bank- 
rupt road, which ended at Bloomington, 
lll. Allofthese roads were in the 
hands of receivers who were barely 
earning operating expensés out of them. 
Just how the inspiration came to Mr. 
Brice Ido not know, but one day he 
conceived the idea of consolidat- 
ing the three into one _ corpora- 
tion by extending the Sandusky 
and Fremont road to a_ connection 
with the Lafayette, Bloomington 
and Western. They were all so hope- 
lessly bankrupt that even the creditors 
were willing to take stock in a new cor- 
poration if anybody would furnish the 
money to build the connecting link. 
True, Mr. Brice had no money, but he 
did not hesitate to pledge himself and 
associates to put up the needed cash. 
Like a wise man, he did not mention the 
names of his associates, because he did 
not know who they .were to be. When 
he had secured the agreements,to turn 
the roads over to him, he started out to 
find his associates. At that time Gen. 
Samuel Thomas was the manager of the 
Columbus (Ohio) Rolling Mill,: which 
was owned by the Panhandle Railway. 
The railway was being relaid with steel, 
and its old iron-re-rolled and sold to 
just such roads.as the one which Capt. 
Brice was trying to corral. He put 
Gen. Thomas down on his list as a 
sve associate, and then

I wasjag Columbus oh the day Brice 
arrive had never met Gen. 
Thomas, but Soon secured an introduc- 


tion, and at once unfolded his scheme. 


-In- less than a half-hour Gen. Thomas 


had ‘‘fired’’ him and his scheme. He 


Pcame over to the Neil House and said to 


me: ‘I didn’t strike him right; think 
I will get my hair cut and approach him 
on a new line.’’ That night I saw 
Thomas and Brice chatting together, 
and taking a-seat near them discovered 
that they were talking over their war 
experiences. -I was surprised to hear 
Brice say: ‘I didnotenterthearmy be- 
cause I thought my action would assist in 
producing the result, but rather because 
it was the prevailing sentiment in thee 
neighborhood; but when I got into it, I 
was as anxious for results as anyone 
else.’ This disclaimer of primary and 
moving patriotism was novel, but 1 
know that it wastrue. 

Mr. Brice remained.in Columbus two 
weeks before he again mentioned his 
scheme to Gen. Thomas, and then he 
attacked him once more and in thirty 
minutes had a contract under which 
the rolling mill was to furnish the iron 
and takes its payin bonds. That set- 
tled his success. Armed with contract 
for the existing roads, for iron to build: 
the connecting link, and stock subscrip- 
tions of a half a million each from 
Columbus, Cummings, Gov. Chas. Foster 
and Gen. Sam Thomas, he went to New 
York and disposed of enough bonds to | 
do all.the” work.

Mr. Brice’s personal characteristics 
are of the kind whichdraw men to him. 
His perfect frankness leaves no one in 
doubt as to his wishes or intentions. 
There is not enough in any 
thing to make him think it wortha lie 
to getit. Every instinct of his nature 
is in the direction of fair play. This 
was fully shown in his conduct of the 
Democratic campaign of 1888, which, 
it must be admitted. was the cleanest 
battle forthe Presidency which has 
been fought since the formation of the 
Republic. The usual Democratic tactics 
of personal abuse, slander and libel, 
were laid aside, and the contest 
was fought out on the issues joined be- 
tween the two parties. Had the con- 
test been based on the personal merits 
of the candidates, the result would no 
doubt have been different, for the

In his private relations with people 


Mr. Brice is appreciated for his 
full worth. His brilliant associ- 
ate, Gen. Thomas, is a man who 


towers above men—who does only 
large things. Every once in a while he 
astonishes every one with some great 
stroke, or over-liberal charity. I know 
of one case where he made an aged 
clergyman agift of $20.000 in order 
to insure him plenty to the end of life. 
With Mr. Brice the little things are 
looked after. He makes no startling 
giftsto charities, but the aggregate of 
his gifts will amount to more than those 
of any man in New York. hi 
He tries to make his benefactions 
practical. He has no“thought of sup- 
porting any one continuously. He once 
said to me: ‘I like to help a man out of 
present difficulties and then put him on 
his feet so that he can support himself, 
butI will not bother myself with the 
continuous support of any one who is 
able to earn a living.’’ Ithink that is 
the theory by which he tries to be gov- 
erned, but his practice varies from it. 
Politically, Mr. Erice entertains 
strange views for a rich man and a 
Democrat. Inthe summer of 1887 I 
spent an evening with him in New 
York and much of the time was devoted 
to discussing the ‘social conditions of 
the American people. The substance 
of his views were that there is nowhere 
on earthia nation with which we could 
compare ours; that our social relations 
are the naturaloutgrowth of our Gov- 
ernment, and that extreme riches 
or poverty are inconsistent with. the 
harmony of our govermental ideas. He 
opposed governmental control of rail- 
ways and telegraphs, but said that the 
charges of all cartier corporations 
should be based on the actual cost of 
construction; thatitwas an inmiproper 
legal discrimination which would pro- 
hibit the loaning of money bya char- 
tered bank at more than 6 per cent., 
but would allow the railway to charge 
more than that amount upon 
the capital actually invested. Speak- 
ing of the wage-earners, he held that 
they should be paid higher wages, com- 
paratively, inthis country than any- 
where else, because their social status 
was higher, and, consequently, more 
expensive. He thought if the Govern- 
ment regulated the application of a 
principle of one class it should do so 
with all others. He said the agricul- 
tural classes did more work fora given 
amount of meney than any other, and 
that explained why the sons and 
daughters of farmers would’ not 
follow the calling of their parents. He 
had a remedy, but now that he is a 
member of the Senate, I will leave it 
with him to bring before the public.

: Starch from Potatoes. . 
{Anaheim Gazette. 


We have been shown by B. F. Pritch- | 


arda sample of starch made at Buena 
from potatoes raised in that 


hand, to demonstrate the practicability 


of the process, and the result is flatter-- 


ing indeed. The starch is as fine as 
any in the market, and its manufacture 
will no doubt prove one of the greatest 
industries of this section. Mr. Pritch- 
ard is fitting up starch works at Buena 
Park, which will be on a small scale 
compared to what he contemplates for 
next season, He will be ready for 
operation in a week or so, and will pro- 
duce 500 pounds of starch per day. 

He has 100 tons of potatoes on the 
track, having planted 600 acres of the 
tubers this past season, and he can get 
any quantity of spuds from the farmers 
in the neighborhood. It is Mr. Pritch- 
ards intention to go into the busines on, 
a large scale next year. He will form a 
stock company, with a capital of $12,- 
000 or $15,000, and produce from two 
to four tons of starch per day. : 

The manufacture of starch from po- 
tatoes is destined to be one of the big- 
gest industries in the State. During 
the present year hundreds of tons of po- 
tatoes have rotted inthe ground. And 
it was perhaps the only season wherein 
California potatoes were shipped to the 
East in any considerable quantity. The 


year before we imported potatots by | 


the trainload, but this year we returned 
the compliment. We furnished the 
Easi with potatoes during several of the 
early months of the year. Although 
several thousand carloads of the tubers 
were sent East, still the acreage planted 
to them was so large that hundreds of 
tons of them rottedin the ground. Their 
manufacture into starch will furnish @ 
ready market for them, and at the same 
time furnish one of the greatest factors 
in the upbuilding ofthe State. It is to 
be hoped that Mr. Pritchard will achieve 
a tremendous success in his undertaking.

BUSINESS. 


FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL. 


Orrick oF THE’ TFs, 
Los ANGELES, Sept. 26, 1891. 

Los Angeles is rapidly becoming quite an 
important wholesale trade ‘center. Bulky 
produce is shipped from here as far ‘as 
Arizona and New Mexizo on the southwest, 
andto Ventura on the north, while our 
fresh fruits, nuts, winter vegetables, canned 
and dried fruits and other produce of this 
description may be found in the stores of 
every town and village in the United States 
and whereve® fine goods are kept, in every 
portion of the world. 

One difficulty which our wholesalers and 
jobbers encounter in building upa trade 
with the southwestern country, is the high 
freicht tariff which too often absorbs all 
the difference between the cost of the pro- 
duce here and its value at the point to which 
it is desired to ship it, great as the margin 
may be. Sucha state of affairs cannot, 
however, endure forever. Competition in 
freights will undoubtedly come in time, as 
the prize grows more worth contending 


for. 


The opening of the Nicaragua route, 
which will give cheap ocean transportation 
to the Atlantic Coast and Europe, will be 
animmense boon to our wholesalers and 
jobbers, as well as to the producers, en- 
abling them to lay down their products in 
New York and Europe at prices which can- 
not fail to attract amuch greater demand. 

GRAIN. 

The grain harvest in Southern California 
has been a remarkably good one this year, 
and, to add to the prosperity of the farmer, 
prices are ruling high, owing to the scarcity 


in Europe. 


Notwithstanding that horticulture has 
become the leading and almost the all-ab- 
sorbing agricultural industry of this sec- 
tion, there is still a large amount of grain 
grown—far more than we consume. The 
chief grain-producing sections of this 
county are the San Fernando and Antelope 


_ Walleys, the Laguna ranch andthe country 


around Puente, where much barley is 
raised. Los Angeles county wheat rates 
very high in quality. 

Most of the wheat that is not consumed 
here is shipped by way of San Pedroto a 
port to await orders, whence it generally 
goes to England. A great deal of barley is 
sent to the military posts in Arizona and 
New Mexico, and this in spite of the fact 


that considerable grain is. grown in those 


Territories. 

Prices of wheat have receded somewhat 
from the highest price touched when the 
news of the European shortage was first 
received. Wheat is worth today from 
$1.55 to $1.60 per cental; barley, $1.05. 

Some very fine corn is grown in Los An- 
geles and Orange counties, which together 
produce half the corn raised in the State. 
Cornis now worth $1.30 to$1.35. Suc- 
cessful efforts have recently been made in 
this section to raise corn on uplands with. 
out irrigation, 

‘There is an upward tendency at present 
in the grain market and prices may be ex- 
pected to go ee higher before 
long. 

PROVISIONS. 

Our hams, bacon, salt pork and lard come 
nearly all from the East. where there is at 
present a great scarcity of hog products, 
\t being estimated that there are today 1,- 


900,000 less hams on the market than ‘at'| 


this time last year. The question has been 
much discussed as to whether good hams 
can be cured here, but it seems to be gener- 
ally admitted that we cannot inthis climate 
cure bacon and ham equal to that which is 
vutupin a colder climate, 
DAIRY PRODUCTS. 
In spite of the fact that so much butter 


and cheese are madein Southern Califor. 


nia, we still import these products largely 


‘from the East, and eastern creamery butter 


may be seen displayed atevery provision 
store. Many who make butter in this sec- 
tion are not adepits at the business, and in 
consequence there is much of an inferior 
quality on the mafket. 

An attempt—but, so far, an unsuccessful 
one—has been made here recently to do 
away with the absurd**two-pound” roll, 
which weighs anywhere from a pound and 
a quarter toa pound and three-quarters. 
It would be much more satisfactory, both 
to the buyer and seller, to market the but- 
ter by the pound. 

Fancy roll butter is worth today 70 cents 
aroll, at which price there is certainly a 
good profit in its manufacture. 

The remarks made in regard to home- 
made butterapply equally well to cheese. 


~~ ~ Some excellent-local cheese is, however, be-~ 


ginning toappear on the market. -Mean- 
time, eastern cheese is quoted at12to 15 
cents a pound against 11}, cents for Califor- 
nia, which difference in price tells its own 
story. 

POULTRY AND.EGGS. 

While almost every rancherin this sec. 
sion keeps a few poultry, the industry has 
not yet been gone into on a large scale 
Hence, eggs are stillimported to a great 
extent from the East.

sold this week to George H. Rogers of 
Pasadena for 824,000, J. T. Jarvis ne- 
gotiating the sale. Mr. Tibbals bought 
the place just four years ago for 
$12,000. It then had but four acres 
set to orange trees. The purchaser set. 
out the other six acres and gave the 
whole grove the best of care.

The price, as will be noticed, is not the 
highest per acre that has been realized 
in this valley, but many consider it, 
comparatively speaking, a higher price 
than that paid for the Allen “orchards.”

Apologizing for Lending 
Money to Russia. . 


An American on the Marching Powers 
of the German Army. 


Entire Failure of the Efforts to Pro- 
duce a General Strike. 


Restoration of Von Waldersee ‘to Imperial 
Favor— Admission of the First 
American Pork—Prof. Win- 

scheid’s Conversion. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

BERLIN, Sept. 26.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press. ]} 
The government finds it necessary to 
explain its policy of permitting German 
banks to take a part of the new Russian | 
loan. The unanimity of press protests 
convinced Von Caprivi that it will bea 
grave political error if a denial is not 
made of the rumors circulated by the 
syndicate, that the loan has the tacit 
sanction of the government. 

The North German Gazette, the official 
organ, publishes a communication to- 
night in which it denies that the gov- 
ernment is in any wise departing from 
the path of political finance which it 
has always trodden. The Mendelssohns 
made confidential inquires from the 
foreign office as to the attitude of the 
government toward the issue. In re- 
ply the foreign office informed the 
bankers present thatthe political situa- 
tion afforded no occasion for the gov- 
ernment to interfere in any form. 
The Chancellor did not design in 
his reply to convey the -slighest idea of 
approval. The bankers, the reply de- 
clared, are in most cases perfectly ca- 
pable of acting upon their own judg- 
ment. This semi-offcial statement 
wants frankness in suppressing the fact 
that German houses, before joining the 
syndicate, were led to believe that the 
foreign office favored the issue of the 
loan here on political grounds. Public 
clamor against supplementing cash bal- 
ances of Germany’ s enemy, has obliged 
Von Caprivi to drop his complacency to- 
ward the loan. It will not go here, and 
it is proliable that the government 
never intended it to succeed.

It is reported that Emperor William, 
who is ata shooting lodge near Eydt- 
kuhnen, met the train conveying the 
Czar on his trip to Russia from Den- 
mark and had a conversation with him. 

The Post tonight, referring to Von 
Waldersee’s restoration to imperial 
favor, states that the Emperor has nom- 
inated him to the command of the Grade 
du Corps. This will keep Von Walder- 
seein Berlin and give him the ear of 
the Emperor, with whom he will have 
greater influence than ever. 

In an interview Capt. Bingham, a 
military attache of the American lega- 
tion here, who has just returned from 
the German military maneuvers, “de- 
tailed upon the courtesy he had received 
from Bavarian and Russian authorities, 
who gave himevery opportunity to see 
everything ofinterest. Capt. Bingham 
said he was greatly impressed by the 
wonderful uniformity of training shown 


~ | by the soldiers on parade as well as the 


field. The marching power of the Ger- 
man army, he declared, was almost in- 
credible. Speaking of the fighting 
qualities of the army, Capt.. Bingham 
said that the main factor in real war is 
the marching quality of the men, add- 
ing: ‘‘When youcancount on having 
your forces always’ on hand at the right 
monient you can win by force of num- 
ber.’’ Capt. Bingham spoke in the 
highest terms of praise of Emperor 
William’s untiring energies in the 
saddle. .His Majesty, he said, 
took the field at 4 am. and 


remained until 8 o’clock in the after- | 


noon. Even the Empress, who attended 
the reviews, remained in the saddle for 
four hours, although the heat and dust 
were stifling. She smilingly saluted 
the troops as they passed, filling the 
soldiers with the greatest enthusiasm.

The Russian Government 
Finds an Apologist. 


They Have, He Says, Broken Laws of 


Which They Knew. 


Baron Hirsch’s Scheme Would Only 
Provide for 3 Per Cent. 


The Russian Government will Never Allow 
the Sturdier Class to Leave the 
Country—Tho Others 
are Paupers.

Lonpon, Sept. 26.—[By Cable and As- 
scciated Press.] In ‘‘Darkest Rus- 
sia’? the author points out that Baron 
Hirsch’s scheme if successfnl can only 
provide for about 3 per cent. of the 
Russian Jews. 

A letter which appeared in the anti- 
Jacobin and which was signed an ‘‘Is- 
raelite Wanderer’ has been published 
in the papers and it is attracting atten- 
tion. Itstrongly defends Russia, and 
declares that the laws relating to the 
Jews are by no means s0 iniquitous as 
imagined. Referring to the domicile 
law, this letter says it has never been 
altered, but has been operated with so 
little rigor that one-third of the 
Jews reside today in the goveru- 
ment from which they were excluded a 
quarter of a century ago. This, he 
says, isasign ofthe gradual improve- 
ment which isto be expected from a 
semi-civilized country like Russia. Con- 
tinuing, the writer says, ‘‘Twenty thou- 
sand Jews reside in St. Petersburg and 
a similar number in Moscow. The 
expulsions,’’-he adds, ‘‘are entirely due 
to Jewish violations of the law. Me-

Be- 
ing undisturbed, they have become more 
confident and invested money in houses, 
which is against the law, and then 
when orders were received to enforce 
the domicile law the outside world hears 


of wholesale expulsions accompanied 


by brutality, but every Jew so expelled 
has courted his fate. They all know 
what they are doing when they pass the 
pale of their domicile. - 

“The poor Jews suffer’tmost from the 
rigor of the law, being as peddlers and 
such like, atthe mercy of every petty 
official by whom they are hounded from 
pillar to post. If Baron’ Hirsch's 
scheme includes these pocr Jews it 
takes up most.unpromising material to 
deal with. They have neither physique 
for field work nor resource of any kind. 
They and their families must be sup- 
ported from the moment they leave 
Russia until the indefinite date when 
they can maintain themselves unaided.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

Two opinions were received from 
headquarters by Deputy Clerk Ashmore 
of the Supreme Court yesterday for fil- 
ing inthis city. 

The first is that of Justice Paterson 
reversing-the judgment and order of 
the trial court and remmanding the case 
of Luco (appellant) vs. De Toro (respon- 
dent,) fora newtrial. This is an ac- 
tion against respondent and several 
other defendants for partition of a tract 
of land known as the Rancho Mission 
(or ex-Mission) of San Diego; a patent 
to which issued from the United States 
to Santiago Arguelio, or his legal rep- 
reseniatives on September 1, ,1876. 
The case has been up to the Stipreme 
Court before and was reversed (70 Cai., 
339.) but although the complaint was. 
amended, the amendment did not state 
anew cause of action. The opinion is 
concurred in by Justices: Harrison, 
Sharpstein and Garoutte, but Chief Jus- 
tice Beatty files a dissenting opinion, 
and Justice de Haven concurs therein. 
Justice McFarland also dissents and ad- | 
heres to his former opinion (18 Pac. 
Rep. 866.) 3 

The judgment and order in the case 
of De Guyer et al. (appellants,) vs. 
Banning (respondent,) are affirmed in 
accordance with the opinion of Justice 
de Haven, which is concurred in by 
Justices McFarland. Harrison, Garoutte, 
Sharpstein and Beatty. Thisis an ac-

THE CLAY RAPE CASE. 


First Day of the Preliminary 
Examination. 


A 
The Child Myrtle Page Tells Her 
Story in Detail. 


Many Inconsistencies Brought Out on 
_Cross-examination. 


The Manner in Which the Alleged Crime 
was Committed—Letters to Mrs. Wat- 
son and Mrs. 0’ Brien—Dam- 
aging Admissions. 


It will be hard to find in the court 
records of this State a more disgusting 
case than the one of the People vs. 
Daniel Clay, now in progress in Justice 
Austin’s {department... of. the Police 
Court. The complaining witness, little 
Myrtle Page, has just passed her 
eleventh year and is quite small. The 
child has good features and would be 
mistaken for an innocent, refined little 
girl without any knowledge whatever 
of the wicked ways of the world, but 


| after she had been on the witness-stand 


ten minutes the most casual ‘observer 
could plainly see that her knowledge is 
something wonderful for one of her 
years. She has a soft, lisping voice, 
and at times, with the aid of her natu- 
ral dramatic ability, she succeeds in 
working up considerable sympathy 
among those withinthe hearing of her 
voice, bnt the cloven-foot comes to the 
front whenever the attorneys for the 

defense corner her, and if she does not 
exactly give herself away, she says 
enough to convince her hearers that 

she is not telling the simple, unvar- 
nished trath. 

The defendant, Dantel Clay, is an old 
Methodist preacher, in his 77th year 
and if he is in good health his looks 
and general appearance doenot point 
that-way, and yet this little girl tellsa 
most horrible: story as to how the old 
grandfather left the side of his aged 
wife in the dark hours of a still night 
and crept into the little cot of this in- 
nocent infant and outraged her person 
in a most brutal manner. 

Deputy District Attorney Blades rep- 
resented the people, and C..C.Stephens, 
Esq., and Deputy City Attorney William 
Dunn appeared for the defendant when 
the case was called for préliminary ex- 
amination at 10:80 o’clock, before 
Justice Austin, yesterday morning. 

The witnesses were excluded from the 
courtroom, but the doors were not 
closed against the public, and long be- 
fore the case was called standing room 
Was at a premium. , 

The first witness called for the people 
was the little girl, who has been in the 
custody of Mrs. Watson, the manager 
of the Girls’ Home, since she was 
brought up from the Clay house at San 
Pedro afew days ago. 

The child faced the big audience with 
all the brazen assurance of an old-timer 
and told her story in acool, calm man- 
ner that astonished both court and at- 
torneys. 

She stated that she was taken in 
charge by Mrs. Watson in July last, and 


-Was kept there until the 6th inst., when 


she was sent to the Clay residence in 
San Pedro. The house was occupied by 
Mr. Clay and his wife alone. Mrs. Clay 
is so deaf that it is almost impossible 
to carry on a conversation with her, and 
these were her only associates. 

She lived with them and did a good 
share of the work about the house, and 
was treated well until the night of the 
10th inst., when Clay came to her room 
after everybody had goneto bed. He 
was in his night dress, and after asking 
herifshe had been asleep, he crawled 
in bed with her and took her in his 
arms. He immediately began tamper- 
ing with her and whenhe hurt her she 
said ‘‘don’t,’? but she did not attempt 


to getawayfrom him or call for help 


as she was afraid he would do her great 
bodily injury. She did not speak 
again and nothing more was said until 
he got ready to gowhen he kissed her 
good night. She did not go tosleep 
untill after 2 o’clock the 
morning and she was up at 6. 
She was in pain from the 
treatment and found blood on her night 
dress but she washed it and did not say 
anything to Mrs. Clay regarding the old 
man’s actions. 

Witness wasthen turned over to the 
defense and an attempt was made by 
Mr. Stephens to go into the child’s past 
life, but an objection was made, and 
after quite a lengthy argument on this 
point a recess was taken until 2 o'clock. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The courtroom was again crowded in 
the afternoon, when court convened and 
the deepest interest was taken in the 
testimony of witnesses. 

The family of Mr. Clay, the defendant, 
also appeared iu court and watched the

the alleged occurrence: — 

Mr. Stephens. Thatis the very point. 
The District Attorney cannot put them 
in as evidence on his side ofthe case if 
they are introduced. We want to see 
them, and the State has no right to 
suppress evidence. I want the letters

The Court ruled against the defendant 
and Mr. Stephens asked that Mrs. Wat- 
sen be ordered to bring the letter writ- 
ten to her into court forthwith. He also 
asked that the District Attorney be in- 
structed by the Court to produce the 
letters in his possession in ten .minntes. 

The Court said the proceedings are 
untsual, but-on statements made by the

ter, he also handed over the letters in 
his possession, and.stated that he did 
not wish todo anything to clog the 
wheels of justice. 

Mr. Stephens then proceeded with the 
cross-examination of the little girl, who 
stated that when she lived inthis city 
she was notin the habit of staying out 
on the streets until midnight. 

Witness was asked as to how she used 
to go to a corner grocery at all hours of 
the night to get beer for her mother and 
family, but the District Attorney ob- 
jected and the objection was sustained. 

Witness received a letter from Mrs. 
Watson shortly after she wrote to that 
person. There was no one about the 
‘house but Mr. Clay and his wife. They 
did not allow herto go out and play on 
the streets. There were no children 
around the house, She had to wash and 
scrub. She wrote -to her family that 
she did not wantto stay where she was. 
It was on Wednesday night that old 
man Clay came to her room, and the 
next day she wrote to Mrs. Watson. 
The letter she received from Mrs. Wat- 
son she left at San Pedro. The letter 
she thinks was written on the 10th and 
the answer came in a day or two after, 
but she did not know what had become 
of it. 

Witness then went over the story as 
to how Clay entered her room and out- 
ragedher. He did not tell her when he 
left her room to say nothing about the 
matter, and she could have told what 
happened but she did not care to. She 
did not sleep but alittle while during 
the night. and the next day she did not 
eat anything until evening, when she 
ate a piece of bread and butter. When 
she was not working that day she was 
 s stairs playing with herdolls. She 
did not say anything in her letter to 
Mrs. Watson about the outrage because 
they read her letters before she was al- 
lowed tosend them away. On the fol- 
lowing Saturday Clay drew heron his 
lap while she was in his room 
ahd attempted to tamper with her but 
she pulled away from him... He caught 
her again, but he thought he heard Mrs. 
Clay coming and he pushed her from his 
lap. On another occasion he was tam- 
pering with her when he heard Mrs. 
Clay coming and he pushed her away. 
A number of times he did the same 
thing, but it was always in the daytime, 
except on the night when he got in her 
bed. There was one time that he went 
a whole week without tampering with 
her, but he pinched her legs every 
chance he got. | 

When her sister, 


O’Brien, went 
to Clay’s to take her home on Sunday, 
she told Mrs. O’Brien all about how 
Clay had treated her. Her sister said 
it was wrong, but nothing more was 
said on the subject. Mrs. Watson was 
at the depot to meet them and took her 


to the home, and she has been there 


ever since. At the train her sister left 
her and she told Mrs. Watson about her 
treatment at Clay’s. Before she and 
her sister left Clay’s her sister did not 
say a word to them about the story, and 
all her sister said to her was that she 
never knew her to tell a lie. 

At this stage inthe proceedings the 
defendant’s attorneys took charge of 
the letters and asked the Court to ex- 
cuse them fora few minutes, and they 
adjourned to a private room, where 
they made a careful examination of all 
the letters except the one that was writ- 
ten the day after the alleged assault, 
which could not be found. . 

On the return to the courtroom Mr. 
Stephens renewed. the cross-examinua- 
tion andasked a number of questions 
regarding the old man’s acts on the 
night of the alleged outrage. 

Witness was angry all the time she 
was down there because they (the 
Clays). told her that«herysmother gave 
her to Mrs. Watson. ‘‘But that had 
nothing to do with it’? said the child. 
She wanted to be with her sister. She 
did not fix up the story so that her sister 
would come for her. She would not 
tell such a story, because it is wrong., 

She denied that she ever: told her sis- 
ter that she wanted her.to go to Mother 
Watson and-:'tell her that she (Mrs. 
O’Brien) was sick and wanted witness 
to come and help her take care of Mrs. 

Watson, 
written by witness on the 17th, was 
then offered in evidence.

A Flock of Guinea Fow!ls. 


A New England woman writing in 
The Poultry Journalhas the following 
to say in favor of the Guinea fowl, 
which as a rule, is not popular on ac- 
count of the quarrelsome nature of the 
male bird: 

A flock of Guinea fowls isa great ad- 
junct tothe farm. They make the best 
sort of watchmen, and’ never fail to 
notifythe farmer of night thieves or 
poultry stealers. There is a profit in 
Guinea fowls, too, considering the 
small amount of care and expense at- 
tached to keeping them. As a rule, 
the Guineas prefer to pick up most of 
their living, and they should have a 
large place over which to range. It is 
necessary to feed them a little every 
day, otherwise they will wonder away 
from the farmand také up their head- 
quarters elsewhere. They will not 
scratch upseeds plantedin the garden, 
but they do eat a great number of grass 
seeds, as well as those of undesirable 
plants. They consume an enormous 
amount of grubs and insects , however, 
which isa great point in their favor.

AFTER HUNSAKER. 


A Warrant Ont for the Saloon 
Man’s Arrest. 


A New Turn in the Rulohvasbaske- 
Clark Seandal. 


The “Countess” Says She is Out Sev- 
eral Thousand Dollars. 


She Says She Gave Hansaker Money to Buy 
the Saloon and Ran It, but Has-

Settlement. 


Mrs. Count Rulohvasbaske. who has 
insisted on calling herself Mrs. Clark 
since she took up her residence in this 
city a month or two ago, was the ma‘4- 
dest little womanin southern. me- 
tropolis yesterday when she appeared 
in the District Attorney’s office 
and demanded a warrant for Ben 
Hunsaker, the dashing young préprietor 
of the old Carlton saloon, who, she 
said, had got away with a wad of 
her money, amounting inallto $7500. 

Readers of Tue Times will remember 
the advent of the Rulohvasbaske- Huns- 
aker-Clark crowd in this city which 
was preceded by the Count’s sensa- 
tional antics in San Francisco when he 
presented himself to the Chief of Police 
of that city with a very young baby 
which he claimed was the offspring of 
himself and Mrs, Count Rulohvasbaske- 
Clark. With tears in his eyes he told 
how his pretty wife had fallen in love 
with the Hunsakers, father and son and 
deserted her child; and he begged 
the authorities to take charge of the 
infant while he chased about the 
country looking for his false wife, 

The Count. did not again make 
his presence known to the public 
until one fine morning about a 
week later when showed 
up in Los Angeles and told how he had 
shadowed the elder Hunsaker and fol- 
lowed him to this city. The old man 
telegraphed his hopeful who had just 
opened the old Carlton under the name 


of the St. Julian with a flourish of 


trumpets, that the Count was on the 
trail and would reach the City of 
Angels the next morning. 

Ben and a private detective were at 
the depot when the ttain arrived, and

Water may be obtained only by digging 
deep wells, and then it is none too pure. 

PLANTS AND ANIMALS FOUND. 

“Our party, the biological survey of the 
United States government, has been in the 
valley for months. The general purpose of 
the department of agriculture, ander which 


we work, is to collect facts relating to the 


distribution of species with variations of 
temperature and humidity throughout the 
United States, and particularly in the 
western part. The results obtained will be 
of the utmost value to agriculture, for they 
will save millions of dollars spent in ex- 
periment by farmers who wish to test the 
capacity and character of their land. 

“We bave found that in certain zones 


certain flora and fauna flourish. Each 


zone has its peculiar species which wil! not 
flourish in others. These zones are bcth 
horizontal and vertical. 

“The party chose the desolate region 0} 
Death valley for its labors, for from it and 
not far distant can be traced the seven 
zones we have established. The valley, 
notwitbetanding its barren elements, has 
many phases of life. 

“It has thirty or forty species of animals 
and fully as many of vegetable growth. 
Nothing, of course, will live on the salt or 
borax bottoms, but on the edges of these 
districts various hardy plants thrive. In 
the sand wastes are gophers, mice, bats 
and many other animals and not a few 
reptiles. 

“Many theories have been advanced to 
account for the formation of Death vailey. 
1 think it quite probable that it Was once 
the sink of the Mojave river. 

“Our trip has been an interesting one. 
One of my rides in tracing the course of the 
subsonoran zone, a region similar to the 
Mexican state of Sonora, was 1,700 miles in 
length.’’—San Francisco Chronicie..

AMERICAN WOMEN’S WORK 


A Field for Effort at the World’s 
Fair. 


flagnificent Results Accomplished by 
the Board of Lady Managers 


During the Past Year, as Shown at 


the Late Session. 


Yroman to Have a Fair Chance in All 
‘Realms of Haman Achievement 
—Plans for Future 
Work. 


Cuicaco, Sept. 20.—[Special Corre- 
spondence of Tiwes.] A marked 
difference was perceptible between the 
first and second meetings of “the board 


‘of lady managers of the World’s Fair 


Columbian CommisS$ion. At the first 
there was much confusion and uncer- 
tainty, growing out of the inexperience 
of the members and the extreme vague- 
ness as to the rights, duties and privi- 
leges of the board. All this, however, 
was altered when it convened again ten 
months later, on the 2d of September. | 
The members of the board now knew 
what they might do, what they wanted 
to do, and how to setabont it. 

Much had been accomplished during 
the time which had elapsed between the 
first and second sessions. Interest in 
the woman’s work, and comprehension 
ofthe purposes of the board, had spread 
throughout the world. The president 
of the board of lady managers had 
aroused such enthusiasm by _ her 


‘personal efforts in Europe, that the 


British World's Fair Commissioners 
now en route to Chicago, come pledged 
to give women a place in England's 
representation.. This is but one of sev- 
eral instances, which have already been 
announced with authority by the press 
of two continents. From the first dis- 
tinct delineation of the board’s plans, a 
most remarkable stimulus has been ap- 
parent in woman's work, in what have 
hitherto been considered unusual lines. 
The opportunity afforded by the Geter- 
mination of the board to have the wo- 
man’s building designed by a woman, 
gave the first impetus. The surprising 
results in this direction are already 
known to the world, and the next in- 
centive to artistic effort among women 
was the request for designs for an of- 
ficial seal for the board. One hundred 
and seven designs, none of which were 
conspiciously devoid of talent and some 
of which possessed distinguished merit, 
were submitted to the board at the 
session just closed. Seven designs were 
sclected from the entire collection, and 
in compliance with the published terms 
of the competion, these were forwarded 
to St. Gaudens, the celebrated artist, 
who is to make the fina] selection from 
the seven. The board, having decided 
to have a badge also, a circular request- 
ing competitive designs will shortly be 
issued. The most important art com- 
petition yet invited from women, is for 


_ the statuary upon the exterior of the 


Woman’s Building. Circulars stating 
details have already -been sent out. 
There are to be eight figures above 
the roof line, and a relief composition 
in the main pediments. The space tobe 
filled by the latter is forty-two feet 
long, and seven feet high, affording 


ample scope for a beautiful symbolic 


design. Itmay be mentioned in this 
connection, that a young Southern girl, 
Miss Enid Yandall, of Louisville, Ky., 
is now engaged in modeling the carya-_ 
tides supporting the cornice of the roof. 
garden of the Woman's Building. 

Just what the building shall contain 
has been the subject of much interest 
and some uncertainty, and was sufii- 
ciently defined during this session to 
settle several important points. There 
will be no separate exhibit, that point

The member from New York 

had been working among the dense pop- 

ulation of a great city; the member 

from Arizona mentioned that most of her 

work had been done by means of long 

journeys in stage coaches through 

sparsely-populated sections. The mem- 

ber from South Carolina spoke of the 

inauguration of flower farming in that 

State. This is a new industry in Amer- 

ica, similar to that of southern France, 

and promises to be eminently success- 

ful, furnishing profitable employment to 

women and children. The flowers are 

used for extracts, perfumes, unguents 

and pomades. The member from Penn- 

sylvania made an elaborate exposition 

of the interests of women in connection 

with the culture of silk. It was stated 

that America expends$30,000,000 each 

year in purchase of the raw material,and 

that with proper attention to the grow- 

ing of it, and the perfection of the del- 

icate machinery used in its .manufac- 

ture, this amount might easily be kept 

athome. The difficulty in the way of 

its production is not, as popularly sup- 

posed, the slow growth of the mulberry 

tree, for ‘‘inock orange’’ has been suc- 

cessfully substituted for the worm’s 

food, but in the imperfection of the- 
reel.

Itis time then to find fault, 
and this considerate plan is rarely de- 
parted from in my experience, for the 
double reason that patience is the vir- 
tue of allowing somebody to fill his 
pocket, and bad work, or useless work, 
makes the excuse for another appropri- 
ation. It is certain enough that noth- 
ing short of a fat appropriation would 
persuade a man not drunk orcrazy to 
knock holes in the atmosphere with ex- 
plosives in the hope of bringing down 


something that isn’t there, but given the 


appropriation the thing is done with all 
scientific solemnity, and as solemnly re- 
corded in the papers. All of which 
goes to prove the sacred character of 
Uncle Sam’s money, even swhen he 
throws it at the birds. a 


We will hope therefore that no one 
will make unkind remarks about the 
Government rain-makers, and in that 
way destroy their future, lest they find 
themselves compelled to hire out to rat- 
tle peas in a box, or turn the thunder 
barrel at the theater for the climatic 
drama at 50 cents a night, and we need: 
not be alarmed lest they destroy the 
usefulness of the tribe of weather proph- 
ets, Lieut. Finley, the goosebone man, 
the oldest inhabitant, the man who is 


sure the climate is changing, sir; the 


person who feels it in his bones, the In- 
dian who observes the woodrats building 
their nests in the trees, or the old relia- 
ble bunion. These ortheir successors 
we shall always have with usto increase 
the gayety of nations by their agreeable 
nonsense. Only the other day the 
goosebone man was heard from in 
Stockton, -and he explained the 
prophetic purpose of that time-honored 
exhibit in the case of the weather thus: 
‘Thad my pick of the flock, and I 
took a nice young one just beginning to 
fly. Now, did you ever see a prettier: 
stern and cut-water of a boat than that? 
Now, 
look close; see how fine and strong it is 


story. That’s-the framework for a 
water craft designed and set afloat by 


God himself, and its size and strength 


is adaptation numbertwo. That adap- 
tation tells us’*—and he pointed to the 
forward part—‘‘that it has got to begin 
its work. early in the season; and the size 
and strength says the bird has got to 
keep at it right along through the sea- 
son, while the unusual length of the 
bone tells of a long wet time.”’

Icall their trade impious be- 
cause their whole theory is a flat con- 
tradiction of the Scripture: ‘‘The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou hear- 
est the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh and whither it 
goeth.”’ 
- Itisa little odd, speaking seriously, 
that this bogus science of meteorology 
should be suffered to put on the airs of 
accurate knowledge without raising un- 
extinguishable laughter. Their utmost 
achievement is to report that @ storm 
is coming in a certain direction, and 
‘may: be expected at a given place by a 
certain time. Even in this they are 
more often wrong than right, because 
there are so many causes operating and 
they are unable to measure a tithe

Had they done so in New York, the city 
would have been partially and possibly 
wholly demolished, When the aque- 
ous particles are congealed they 
occupy a larger space, but the 
effect is a snowstorm borne along on 
a hurricane.

The manner in curing raisins in one 
section of Spain is. very simple and 
crude, done by the farmer or- grower.

A GARDEN OF DELIGHT. 


‘Have you seen the lilies at the 
Chamber of Commerce rooms?’ -in- 
quired one of the Timms reporters of me 
the other morning. 

“I have not; is the display a good 
one?’ I responded. 

‘Very fine. But I have an invitation 
for you from Mr. Sturtevant who has 
them in charge, and who has a lovely 
water garden in the foothills between 
Cahuenga Pass and Edgemont, about 
two miles from the city limits, to see 
the opening of one of, his Victoria Re- 
gias, which he expects will blossom next 

ere was an invitation which ‘could 
not be resisted, for, as we all know,,. 
this giant water lily of the Amazon 
is the grandest of all aquaties. 


So ednesday morning found a 
little company of Nature’s loy-. 
ing disciples gathered at the 


foot of Temple street at the early 
hour of 7 o'clock, where we took the 
cable line running along that popular 
thoroughfare past some of the finest 
homes in the city, and atits terminus we 
were transfered to the motorroad run- 
ning to Cahuenga Pass, following Wash- 
ington street to its end at the foothills. 
It is a charming trip through a pleasant 
section of country, through valley and 
upland, with the lofty Sierras upon our 
right, and beyond the wide level dis- 
tance totheleft of us, the blue waters 
of the Pacific, which, ina clear atmos- 
phere, send us the flash of their white 
waves as they break upon the beach. 
The valleys and hills are brown at 
this season yet there are many breaks 
in this monotony of color. There are 
extensive melon-patches where the 
vines are still green; hillsides glaring 
with the gold of pumpkins and squash; 
long lines of eucalypts and pepper 
trees; orchards of fruit: groves of 
cedars; swaying palms, and here and 
there a solitary mountain pine trans- 
ferred from its elevated latitude to 
flourish in the warm _ soil of the 
valley. Thenin places, there were great 


| clusters of yellow sheaves filling the 


fields like an army, and cattle feeding 
on the stubble, and numerous farm 
houses that were the very embodiment 
of comfort and 

Those country roads which we passed 
were, some of them, perfectly Arcadian, 
lined on either side as they were, by 
long lines of trees which spread out 
eyerarching boughs, beneath which the 
cool, shdded vistas opened, as beautiful 
as the green English lanes, which are 
so dewy-and sweet, and which seem to 
beckon right into the heart of nature, 
and invite us to be at home with her 
mysteries. 

_ The ride was all tooshort, which took 
us almost to the confines of Mr. E. D. 
Sturtevant’s place upon the foothills, 
where the treasures of aquatic garden- 
ing, which we had come to see, are lo- 
cated. But round the foothill’s side 
winds a ribbon-like road, whose gradual 
ascent does not tire, and near the sum- 
mit of a rounded hill stands the vine- 
covered cabin of the superintendent in 
charge. 

Oh, the wonder of those perennially 
blooming: morning-glories, their bells 
swaying lightly in the soft. breeze and 
their leaves stirring like the under- 
tone ofasong! The passion vine min- 
gles its leaves and blossoms with those 


is a wonderful climber with a white, 
bell-shaped flower, yielding a fragrance 
which is like the condensation of many 
perfumes. 

The cool sea breezes crept up to the 
vine-wreathed porch as we sat’ there, 
filled with freshness and purity, and 


We looked down the valley’s length to 
where the hillsdropped to the water’s. 
edge. Behindus was the background 
of mountains lifting their lofty crests 
above the hilltops: infront, the hills on 
which Los Angeles is pianting her 
beautiful villas and suburban homes, and 
the valley with its white litres of road 
and the distant university grounds in 
which the Baptist college is located, as 
well as the handsome homes of its 
faculty. Farther to the westward the 
convent lifts its solid walls of brick, 
a massive structure built forthe future. 
But what iaterested us especialy at 
this time were the lovely ponds below 
us, a little farther down-the hil where 


that morning. 

There was an enchanting bit of ro- 
mance about it all. Dreams of other 
lands enveloped us and the breath 


its splendid leaves waving dreamily 
and sighing softly as if in slumber. 
Beyond it grew the Egyptian papyurs 
with itsdeep green feathery foliage, 
_and tall bamboos dropped their delicious 
shade. . 

But the lily pond! In the center stood 
Victoria Regia just unfolding her white 
crown, her broad, circular leaves three 
feetin diameter, and capable’ of sup- 
porting a weight of forty-five pounds. 
Ah,.what.a blossom 


twelve to sixteen inches across, and 
fragrant as the breath of Araby! But 
I think that nature must woo the blos- 
som,for on its second night it blushes to 
a lovely pink like the cheek of an en- 
amoured maiden. 

But this lovely queen is not alone in 
her watery kingdom. Here is also a 
new crintson-flowered Victoria Regia, 
in which the vertical rim of the leaf is 
five inches upon well-grown plants, and 
its leaves are sometimes six or seven 
feet in diameter, and the floating beauty 
of a single plant often coversa space of 
thirty feet. 

And here, too, are the night-blooming 
lilies which lift their faces to the stars. 
There are five beautiful varieties which 
open their flowers at night, commen- 
cing about 8o0’clockand remaining ex- 
panded until about 10 the next morn- 
ing, each flower opening three nights 
in succession. They stand on strong 
footstalks ten or twelve inches above 
the surface of the water. pS 

In these ponds, fragrant with the 
lily’s breath, we found our old-time 
friend, the well-known white water lil 
of New Hampshire’s quiet lakes he | 
ponds, but in addition was the rosy red 
nymphea devoniensis, one of the very 
choicest water lilies in cultivation. 
The leaves are rich green, with serrated 
edges and occasionally brown blotches. 
The red flowers have glowing scarlet 
stamens and are wonderfully beautiful 

Here, too, we found the nymphea 
sturtevanit, a new semi-double red water 
lily, and the nymphea rubia, a native of 
India, with its cup-like blossoms, of a 
brilliant red, and with foliage of rich- 
brown color, which turns when old to 
gold and crimson, like the leaves of 
autumn; and the nymphea dentata, with 
its white and star-shaped blossom, and 
also the nymphea lotus, with its large 
beautiful white flowers. 

But the list of beautiful aquatiés to 
| be found inthis choice water garden is 
a lengthy one. There are lavender 
blue and royal purple-~ lilies, from 
Africa, the Australian lily-of a lovely 
purplish blue, shading to nearly white 
in the centre; Zanzibar lilies, and the 
magnificent water poppy, with oval 
floating leaves and flowers of a bright 
lemon color with black stamens; and 
here the water hyacinth, with blossoms 
of a charming rosy lilac color.

The whole place is wonderfully sugges- 
tive of the floral and horticultural pos- 
sibilities of this semi-tropical region. 
The surfaces of these wide, still pools are. 
like'a sunset sky with thin, cloudlike 
masses of scarlet, crimson and yellow 
bloom. The tall lotus plants — nod. 
and sway as they do along the banks of 
the ‘historic Nile;*and here the great 
clumps of Egyptian papyrus, with their 
plumy heads,-make us dream of the 
time when their stalks were rent by 
hands dead for centuries, and the snow- 
white pith was devoted to the manufac- 
ture of the ancient parchment. . 

There are untold floral treasures also 
in the green-lfouses, plants from every 
land, and hereI found that a large num- 
ber of tiny tree-toads, not more than 
one inch in length, had made their 
home. They are happy little acrobats, 
pe from plant to plant, and evi- 
dently -breathing nothing but the at- 
mosphere of content. 

About the grounds are palms, bananas, 
pe fig and other trees. Wonderful 

owering vines are climbing, and roses 
bloom in endless varieties. Perennial 
springs gush from the earth, and here in 
this land of promise our host intends 
later to build a home that shall be a fit | 
supplement to allthis beauty, and to de- 
velop further the possibilities which 
are hidden in the water and the soil. 

Mr. Sturtevant is an intelligent and 
scientific florist, and is eminently capa- 
ble of conducting the most difficdlt ex-. 
periments in aquatic as well as ordin- 
ary gardening, and success is written 
allover what he has already under- 
taken. 


‘THE ‘LANU ORDER. 


Queer Freaks of Nature Seen im Aus 
tralia and Vicinity. 

In the following it is proposed to prove 
that Australiacan be termed ‘‘The Land 
of Inverted Order.” In the Antipodean 
wilds of that new South Pacific repub- 
lic everything has some remarkable 
characteristic peculiarity. Instead of 
the leaves having their flat sides turned 
to the ground they stand edgewise. The 
opossum of America is the only species 
of paunched animal known to the world 
outside of Australia. On the Australian | 
continent there are at least 110 species 
baving that distinguishing peculiarity. 

They have been arranged into five 
tribes, according to the food they eat. 
The root eaters (wombats), the fruit eat- 
ers (phalangers), the grass eaters (kan- 
garoos), the insect eaters and. the fish. 
eaters (native cats and rats). Of the 
wombats there are four species, all of 
which burrow in the ground. | 

Two other very curious animals are > 
found in Australia that are unknown in 
any other part of the world. These are | 
the echidna and the ornithorhynchus. 
This latter is a species of beast shaped | 


bill like a duck. ‘Then there is a flying 
mouse, about half the size of our com- 
mon mouse and of a bright red color. It 
has a very long, furry tail, which is used 
as a rudder and looks much like a feather 
when fully expanded. | : 

The trees are alwaysin full leaf, but 
shed their bark every year, which fact 
alone would be sufficient to make the 
Antipodean continent a wonderland. 
The leaves of nearly all the trees are 
highly aromatic, but the native flowers, 
though of most brilliant tint, have no 
fragrance whateven, In writing of the 
backward order of things in Australia, 
Mr. M. W. Ullathorne says: 

Australia is the antipode of the en- 
tire world. In that country a rising 
barometer indicates rain, and a falling 
barometer fair weather. The swans are 
black and the eagles white; the mole is 
oviparous and has a duck’s beak; the 
dogs have a wolf’s head, a fox’s tail, and 
never bark. They also have a bird with 
a tongue like a broom, and a fish which 
has part of the body belonging to the 
genus Kaia and part tothe genus Squale. 


The 
emu is a bird as large as an ostrich, but 
instead of feathers has hair. One bird 
has a note like a bell, another cries like 
a child, while a thfrd laughs as though 
his sides would split.—St.- 
public.

CHARMING RATTLERS, 
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MR. JAGGERS, OF PIKE COUNTY, 
HIS CURIOUS STICK. 


He Makes Poisonous Reptiles, Fresh from 
the Mountains, Do :His  Ridding by 
Means of a Little Rod—He Says That 
All His Power Lies in the Wood, 


George Jaggera is well known on both 
sides of the Delaware river He comes 
from Dingman’s Ferry, in Pike county, 
Pa., where he has a rattlesnake farm. He 
| raises a few vegetabies for himself and 


the horse which drags him and his snakes 
around the country in the summer. But 
his livelihood comés mainly from bis snake 
show. There is not a bamietin all New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania too small for 
daggers toexhibitin. If theré is nothing 
in sight but a tavern, he can ‘at least get a 
supper, a few dimesand,a nip or two of 
applejack. In towns, howéver, he fares 
better, and from the numerous smal! sum- 
mer resorts twhich line the west side of the 
Delaware he often jogs off with a consid 
erable weight of silver in bis pockets. 

So strongly are most people impressed 
with the personality of a rattler that when 
even a dead one is brought to town it is 
sure to attracta crowd. So when Jag- 
gers ties his,.dejected horse to the tavern 
rail and proceeds to scatter some thirty or 
forty big and very lively rattlers in the 
road there is a sensation. 

Jaggers’ methods vary with circum- 
stances, but when he can he takes posses-_ 
sion ofa barroom. Sometimes he charges 
a dime or five cents for admission More 
often he passes the hat after the show is 
over.. The show itself is simple enough. 
He lifts his snakes from the box with a 


the floor. Ekle guides them about with the 
stick, picks them up with it, hangs them 
over his outstretched arms, and places 
them in his lap. It is bis stick, not he, 
that the snakes obey. It seems to exert 
a strange influence over them. 

He turns them at will by touching their 
heads with it, causes them to coil and un- 
coil, to rise in the air, lie flat, strike or. 
cower. The stick is always moving and 
the rattlers are always sensible of it and 
apparently under itsinfluence. Allthrough 
the maneuvers, which Jaggers conducts 
with the volubility and manners of a Coney 
island showman, he showers challenges 
right and left: 

“Twenty-five cents to a nickel, gentle 
men, that 1 can make Pocano, the big ’un 
there with the fourteen rattles, jump over 
the stick! What, notakers? Then I think 
I’ve got the drinks on you, gentlemen, and. 
after we have them, if any one wants to 


with the yaller belly and eleven rattles, 
can’t dance a jig on his button, let him 
make me a proposition. Or Pll bet any 


and repeat it as often as he likes, that he 
can’t name the wood.in this stick. 

“This stick, gentlemen, is endowed witha 
singular power over the rattlesnake, by vir- 
tue of which the biggest. and nastiest can 
be subjugated. I will also lay you a simi- 
lar wager, and repeat it as often as you 
please, that no one in this room ever saw 


| this kind of wood before, though I assure —

When the show is aver and Jaggers has 
lured all the small change possible from 
the pockets of the wondering countrymen, 
he puts his snakes back in the box, lifting 
each from the floor by its tail and sits down 
in the barroom to talk,

again, and dilates upon its astonishing 


powerful influence over rattlesnakes, as 
indeed it appareatly has. ‘Then he an- 
nounces that there is only one tree in the 
country of the sort, and that he is the only 
man in the world who knows where that 
tree grows.

them. 

The fact that he has been bitten bya 
rattler does not detwact from his reputa- 
tion. Itshows that he had at least one 
poisonous snake in his collection, and 
makes it presumabie that all are poisonous, 
Besides, he got well, and that in itself ff 
something of a feat. Jaggers seys his stick 
cured him.

eternal apprehension. He appears happy 
only when he is painfully dragging his 


with Jaggers behind him, alternately rap- 
ing him over the hips and punching him 
nthe back with his suake stick. Then 
the horse knows that the rattlesnakes are 
safely stowed away in acovered box. Ags 
s500N as a townor a tavern leoms up ahead, 
however, Jagyers’ horse shows an aston- 
ishing change in demeanor. He limps 
and appears reluctant to go farther. re? 
When at length Jaggers draws up in 
front of the tavern he ties his horse very 
firmly, for he knows the horse. Then he 
lifta the snake box from the wagon. The 
horse shows a wonderful interest in the 
box. He watches Jaggers’ every move 
ment with an expression of wistful appre 
hension. If the snake nian takes the box 
into the saloon. the horse draws a long 
breath and fails tochewing the tie post; but 
if Jaggers opens it in the roud and- begins 
to drop suakes, fear is in the horse’s eyes. 
He brings his four feet near together and 
stands ou tiptoe.
